Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 



112: 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use 
the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention. 



Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 



containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that

the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. 

No support in the specification or the original filed claims can be 
found for R 2 representing "NR 22 R 23 " in claims 1 and 2 or R 2 representing 
"OH" in claim 1 . Applicants did not show where support (page number 
and line number) where support could be found in either the 
specification or the original filed claims. Therefore, the claims lack 
written description as such. 

The definition of K in claim 1 is not supported in the specification 
or the original filed claims. Originally, the K variable represented a 
phenyl which may carry at most two substituents R. Applicants have not 
shown where support (page number and line number) where support 
could be found in either the specification or the original filed claims. 
Therefore, the claims lack written description as such.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The definition of the K variable in claim 1 is confusing. There are 
definitions for R kl and R 1 * 2 but it is not clear what these variables are 
defining since they do not appear in any variable definitions or any of the 
substituents. It is not clear if K represents a substituent other than 
phenyl or if the substituents starting at "or NH-C,-C 4 -alkylphenyr are 
possible substituents on the phenyl ring or if the substituents are defining 
R kl and R 1 " 2 . Originally, the K variable represented a phenyl which may 
carry at most two substituents R. 

Claims 2 and 3 are replete with variables and substituents that lack 
antecedent basis from claim 1. See in claim 2, for example, wherein 
definition of R 3 (e.g., R 31 , m, n, etc.); R 4 being OR 41 .
